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□ Preparation 

You can power your cassette player with any of three 
power sources: 

• internal battery power 

• standard AC power (with an optional AC adapter) 

• vehicle battery power (with an optional DC 
adapter) 

INSTALLING BATTERIES 

You can power your cassette player with two AA bat- 
teries (not supplied). For the best performance and 
longest life, we recommend RadioShack alkaline bat- 
teries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and 
recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, different types 
of batteries (standard, alkaline, or rechargeable), 
or rechargeable batteries of different capacities.

1 . Slide the battery compartment cover in the direc- 
tion of the arrow to remove it. 

2. Place the batteries in the compartment (and on 
top of the attached ribbon), as indicated by the 
polarity symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover. 

When the sound becomes distorted or weak, or the 
cassette player stops operating properly, replace the 
batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly and prop- 
erly. Do not burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the cassette player 
with batteries for a week or more, remove the batter- 
ies. Batteries can leak chemicals that can destroy 
electronic parts. 

USING AC OR DC POWER 

To power the recorder from an AC outlet or your vehi- 
cle’s battery power, you need an AC or DC adapter 
and a size H Adaptaplug™ (neither supplied, available 
at your local RadioShack store). 


Preparation 
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Cautions: 

A You must use a (Class 2 for AC) power 
source that supplies 3 volts DC power 
and delivers at least 300 mA. The cen- 
ter tip of the Adaptaplug must be set to positive, 
and the plug must properly fit the recorder's 
DC 3V jack. Using an AC adapter and plug that 
do not meet these specifications could damage 
the recorder, the adapter, or the plug. 

• Always connect the adapter to the recorder 
before you plug it into the power source, and 
unplug the adapter from the power source before 
you unplug it from the recorder. 

1 . If necessary, set the adapter’s voltage switch to 
3V. 

2. Attach the size H Adaptaplug to the adapter's 
cord with the tip set to positive (-r). 

3. Insert the barrel plug into the recorder’s DC 3V 
jack. This disconnects the internal batteries. 

4. Plug the other end of the adapter into the power 
source. 
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CONNECTING HEADPHONES/ 
SPEAKERS 

To listen to the cassette player, you must connect the 
supplied stereo headphones, or optional amplified 
speakers with a Vs-inch (3.5-mm) stereo plug. Your 
local RadloShack store sells a wide variety of head- 
phones and amplified speakers. 

Insert the headphones’ or amplified speakers’ stereo 
plug Into the cassette player’s PHONES Q jack. 

Listening Safeiy 

To protect your hearing, follow these guidelines when 
you use headphones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting before you 
begin listening. After you begin listening, adjust 
the volume to a comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume levels. 
Extended hIgh-volume listening can lead to per- 
manent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not Increase it. 
Over time, your ears adapt to the volume level, 
so a volume level that does not cause discomfort 
might still damage your hearing.

USING THE BELT CLIP 

To remove the beit ciip, iift up the tab and siide it off in 
the direction of the arrow. To attach the beit ciip, siide 
it into the siots on the back of the cassette player and 
push up until it iatches in piace.

VOLUME FM/AM/TAPE 
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Radio Operation 


1 . Set FM/AM/TAPE to the desired band (FM or AM) 
to turn on the radio. 

2. Turn TUNING to seiect the desired station. 

Notes: 

• The AM antenna is buiit-in. Rotate the cas- 
sette piayer to improve AM reception. For the 
best FM reception, fuiiy extend the head- 
phones’ or ampiified speakers’ cord. 

• FM ST lights when the radio receives an FM 
broadcast in stereo. 

3. Adjust VOLUME to the desired listening level. 

4. Set E-BASS to ON for an enhanced bass effect, or 
to OFF for normal bass sound. 



5. To turn off the radio, set FM/AM/TAPE to TAPE.

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□ Cassette Operation 

PLAYING A CASSETTE TAPE 

1 . Take up any slack in the tape by turning the cas- 
sette’s hub with a pencil. Do not touch the 
exposed tape. 

2. Pull open the cassette compartment door. 

3. With the cassette’s open edge facing up and its 
full reel to the right, insert the cassette tape into 
the cassette guides. 

4. Close the door. 

5. Set FM/AM/TAPE to TAPE. 

6. Press PLAY until it clicks. The cassette tape 
begins to play. 

7. Adjust VOLUME to the desired listening level. 

8. Set E-BASS to ON for an enhanced bass effect, or 
to OFF for normal bass sound. 

9. The tape automatically stops when it reaches the 
end. To stop it sooner, press STOP. 
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USING FAST FORWARD 

To fast-forward the tape, press F.FWD. The tape fast- 
forwards until you press STOP or the tape reaches its 
end. 

To rewind the cassette tape, turn the cassette over 
and fast-forward it. 

Note: To avoid damaging the cassette player or the 
cassette tape, always press STOP to release F.FWD 
when the tape reaches its end and before switching 
from PLAY to F.FWD, or from F.FWD to PLAY. 


□ Tape Tips 

TAPE QUALITY 

For the best performance, use only regular length 
(60- or 90-minute) cassette tapes. We do not recom- 
mend long-playing cassette tapes, such as C-120s, 
because they are extremely thin and can easily tangle 
in the playback mechanism. 


Tape Tips 
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RESTORING TAPE TENSION AND 
SOUND QUALITY 

After you play a cassette tape several times, the tape 
might become tightly wound on the reels. This can 
cause playback sound quality to deteriorate. 

To restore the sound quality, fast-forward the tape 
from the beginning to the end of one side, then turn it 
over and fast-forward it to the end of the other side. 
Then loosen the tape reels by gently tapping each 
side of the cassette's outer shell on a flat surface. 

Caution: Be careful not to damage the oassette when 
tapping it. Do not touch the exposed tape or allow any 
sharp objeots near the cassette. 

CLEANING THE TAPE-HANDLING 
PARTS 

Dirt, dust or particles of the tape’s coating can accu- 
mulate on the tape heads and other parts that the 
tape touches, greatly reducing the performance of the 
cassette player. After every 20 hours of operation, fol- 
low these steps to clean the tape-handling parts or 
use a RadloShack cassette deck cleaning kit. 
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Tape Tips 



1 . Remove the batteries and disconnect any other 
power source. 

2. Open the cassette compartment door. 

3. Press PLAY to expose the tape-handiing parts. 



4. Use a cotton swab dipped in denatured alcohoi 
or tape head cieaning soiution to clean the tape 
guides, play head, pinch roller, and capstan. 

5. When you finish cleaning, press STOP and close 
the cassette compartment door. 

Note: Your local RadioShack store has a complete 
line of cassette player cleaning supplies.

□ Care 

Keep the cassette player dry. Use and store the cas- 
sette player only In normal temperature environ- 
ments. Handle the cassette player carefully. Keep the 
cassette player away from dust and dirt. 

Modifying or tampering with the cassette player’s in- 
ternal components can cause a malfunction and 
might invalidate its warranty and void your FCC au- 
thorization to operate it. If your cassette player Is not 
performing as it should, take It to your local Ra- 
dloShack store for assistance. 


□ FCC Information 

Your cassette player might cause TV or radio interfer- 
ence even when it is operating properly. To determine 
whether your cassette player Is causing the Interfer- 
ence, turn off your cassette player. If the Interference 
goes away, your cassette player Is causing It. Try to 
eliminate the Interference by: 

• moving your cassette player away from the 
receiver 
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• connecting your cassette player to an outlet that 
is on a different electrical circuit from the receiver 

• contacting your local RadioShack store for help 

If you cannot eliminate the interference, the FCC re- 
quires that you stop using your cassette player.
